heavy pounds of long service, but I go with a pleasure emanating through my heart of 
wood. The Journal has given me a page upon which I might record incidents of interest 


in my life as my last official act. 


For those many readers who are not familiar with the parlance used in an editorial office, 
it is my business to support the engraving used in illustrating articles while a steel die with 
numbers is pounded into the wooden block upon which the electrotype is mounted so that the 
identity of a cut may be ascertained at all times. In this manner every cut is sent with the reading 
matter to the printer and quickly placed in the right article or advertisement. 


It was many years ago when a new building was nearing completion to house the small, 
but growing, American Guernsey Cattle Club, that I was selected. Carpenters took my strong 
young 2X4 of stately pine sinews, cut off some three feet and placed the longer part into the 
roof support of that building; the balance they consigned to the scrap heap. A young man 
with ideas on how to identify the cuts that were to be placed in the Journal spied me and with- 
out as much as dressing me up nailed part of a plank on my feet and escorted me into the Journal 
room. There, among the regular office furniture, | began working. Through many, many 
years of hard service my rough sides were smoothed by the hands of fair maidens and rough and 


inexperienced young men. 


I cannot remember the exact date, but I do recall with much pride the electrotypes of men 
and animals that have been prepared for the printer through my help. 

There was a man they called ‘Bill’? Caldwell who came into the room and told of his plans 
for developing a great breed from the fawn and white cow. He put into effect systems and 
ideas to identify and record the cattle the same as I was doing to keep trace of the cuts. Into 
that room and to be connected with the Journal were men who occasionally would give me a 
hard thump, such as Hulbert, Onsrud, Holden, Robinson and finally the present team. 


I recall one day when two men entered the room and seemed somewhat hesitant as to

The reply was in the negative, and after some discussion 


they decided to let me stay and find out my work. If I could only have spoken so they could 
understand, I could have helped them greatly. 


I remember how proud everyone was the day when the 100,000th Guernsey was 
registered, though we were then looked upon as a young, ambitious breed. On my head had 
been placed the cuts of such great breed builders as Harvey, Michener, Betts, Norton, Bowditch, 
Codman, Morton, Fisher, Shaw, Scoville, Shoemaker, Gill, Ames, Mixter, Marsh, Phillips, 
Babson, Tenney, Bolton, Hope and scores of men who are still active. 


When the cut of Langwater Eastern King was numbered, what a thrill I had in knowing 
that it had sold for a new and all-high of $35,000. In World War I a Red Cross calf brought 
$20,750. Hundreds of Guernseys have gone over the $1,000 mark. Only last year I had the 
pleasure of helping number the millionth Guernsey and I hear that a new high was made this 
year in the Herd Register with over 150,000 papers. During my years of service I have seen 
Golden Guernsey, Inc., born and become of age; heard the distant echo of the Guernsey pil- 
grims as they neared the Island of Guernsey on the 50th anniversary; observed pictures of 
Guernseys living, producing and reproducing in the Antarctic ice and good herds being de-’ 
veloped near the Equator; and witnessed the advancement of the breed to second place among 
the dairy breeds. 

Sorrow crossed my battered brow a week ago when they looked at me and said that I would 
have to be returned to the scrap heap, for the Journal was going to be moved out of the Central 
Office to another building. It meant that the expansion of the Herd Register Division from 
10 clerks to 66 required more room. New systems were being introduced that were more efh- 
cient to handle the increased service of four generation pedigrees upon the back of the certifi- 
cates. 

I am glad that I can go back from whence I came, for I belong to the old idea class, and 
it is hard for me to change my ways. Many things that seemed essential in my day and took 
only a few minutes to accomplish, have become outmoded and now require days to keep up. 


A new, stream-lined cut block will take my place as the Journal makes its new home in 
the Peterborough Savings Bank Building. It, too, will leave many old practices behind in 
order to meet new conditions. My work is done and I am happy to give way to a more efficient 
cut block, leaving to it only the memory of a great past and encouraging it to press forth with 
enthusiasm for a glowing future.

The new registration certificate car- 
rying one more generation or, in other 
words, the registration certificate with 
a fourteen ancestor pedigree on the 
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back, was introduced on April 1, 1942. 
This meant an addition of eight names 
to the previous certificate. This, in 
turn, required a change in routine as 
it was found too impractical to write 
certificates from the present cards. 
The additional generation required 
grandsire and grandam cards, or six 
cards for each application for regis- 
tration, where previously only two 
were required. An additional step 
was placed in the routine whereby 
the registration file card was made to 
carry the necessary data, thus requiring 
only two cards to build the certificate. 
The detail required to complete this 
needed phase in the routine was tre- 


mendous. This can easily be recog- 


nized by considering the number of 


recordings completed this year, 8.3 
per cent more than last year. Each 
certificate requires 15 names, or a 
total of 994,200.

certificate. In the past year we have 
made 58,611 new cards besides the 
66,280 that have been added to our 
files for the registrations completed 
this year. As time goes on the 
routine will benefit by the new cards

cards required to build the certificates 
will be available. All of this detail 
has, of course, required additional 
help. At the present time the Herd 
Register Division is comprised of 66 
clerks, some 20 more than a year ago.

The growth of the Herd Register 
in percentage figures may seem small. 
but in actual operations it means that 
next year the entire first floor of our 
building will be needed to house this 
division alone. 

If a policy of discontinuing testing 
in a herd for the duration should be 
adopted by a breeder, and if peace 
comes slowly, it is possible to have 
enough females in the herd without 
records to cause financial failure. 

Although a decline was anticipated 
in Advanced Register work, the actual 
experience was pleasing. The determi- 
nation of Guernsey breeders to keep 
alive this most useful means of selec- 
tion and merchandising, warrants the 
conclusion that the breed is in the 
hands of intelligent and far-seeing 
men.

Transfers of Guernseys have increased to about 250 per cent of the level during the last war.

There is a continued tendency to 
test entire herds, especially under the 
Advanced Register Herd Test plan. 
The number of breeders testing in the 
Advanced Register Herd Test is 72.4 
per cent of all breeders testing in the 
regular Advanced Register Division. 
Regular Advanced Register entries 
are now 38.3 per cent triple letter. 

Pennsylvania, with 648 entries, is 
the leading state in regular Advanced 
Register work, followed by New 
Jersey with 640; Ohio with 624; New 
York with 537, and Indiana with 473. 

The total number of Advanced 
Register sires to April 1, 1943, is 7,673. 
Of these, 340 were admitted during the 
past year. 

Thirty-seven sires have more than 
50 Advanced Register daughters. 

Twenty-six sires have 10 or more 
Advanced Register daughters with 
records of 700 pounds fat or more. 

There are now 40 records of more 
than 1,000 pounds of fat, and 5 rec- 
ords of over 1,100 pounds of fat. 

Twelve cows of the breed have two 
records, two have three records and 
two have four records each of more 
than 900 pounds of fat. One cow has 
seven records of than 800 
pounds of fat.

Five world’s records have been ap- 
proved this year, as compared with 
three last year. Two were made in 


double letter classes, and three in 


triple letter classes. 

There were 17,332 Herd Improve- 
ment records approved to April 1, 
1943, averaging 8,626.7 pounds of 


milk, and 423.8 pounds of fat, testing 
4.91 per cent. 

The 2,489 Herd Improvement rec- 
ords approved during this year average 
8,752.1 pounds of milk and 424.5 
pounds of fat. One record of over 
1,000 pounds of fat was made in the 
Herd Improvement Division.

An active list of avail- 
able help is kept and in addition a free 
column is maintained in each issue for 


the use of men wanting work and 
owners seeking help. There were 136 
free advertisements published in this 
regard the past year. 


Prominence has been maintained 
editorially of all federal activity in 


relation to increased production, war 


bonds, Red Cross, and various types 


of relief activity. 


The two Special issues, May and 
October, were

A new small advertisement depart- 
ment was inaugurated known as the 
“Where To Buy Guernseys’’ column, 
and some use is being made of it by 
the smaller units. 


Assurance of constant support is 
felt in the fact that 81.5 per cent of all 
advertising is under yearly contract 


and this fact is evidence that ad- 


vertisers are getting results that are 
satisfactory.

The unusual acceptance of Journal 
advertising is clearly shown when it is 
known that the Journal carried more 
lines of advertising than Country 
Gentleman, Pacific Rural Press, 
Wallace’s Farmer, Western Farm Life, 
Progressive Farmer, Successful Farm- 
ing, Nebraska Farmer, and Hoard’s 
Dairyman. 

By virtue of statistical data now ap- 
pearing in the Performance Register 
that was formerly published in the 
Journal, more flexibility is now avail- 
able in the content in relation to edi- 
torial, statistical, and advertising mate- 
rial. Due to this fact, coupled with the 
continued and increased support of 
breeder advertising, a highly satis- 
factory financial condition exists. 

The “Chat” column personalizes 
much news and is very popular. 

There were 60 feature articles pub- 
lished, embracing 12 on_ breeding, 
nine on feeding, six on disease control, 
and the remainder historical, milk, 
sales, and success stories. 

No better testimonial could be pre- 
sented than the fact that 74.8 per cent 
of the paid circulation came from re- 


newals—the highest in our history— 
and specifically represents 6,453 te. 
newals. 

New Jersey leads in “increased cir. 
culation” with 66, Indiana and Michi. 
gan tie for second with 63, and Ohio 
is third with 55. No other state had 
over 50, but Pennsylvania had 46. 
Wisconsin 44, Illinois 32, and North 
Carolina 30. Thirty-seven states 
showed an increase of 7238. 

A new high of 539,669 agate lines of 
advertising was established. The five 
high states are Pennsylvania, Massa. 
chusetts, New York, Maryland, and 
New Jersey. 

The new and old breed contacts are 
served through the Information and 
Service Division and comprise pub. 
licity circulars, advertising, special 
stories, fairs, 4-H Clubs, and regenera- 
tion of interest on the part of the 
languid breeder. In general, the Divi- 
sion places before the breeders and 
prospective breeders each and every 
activity of both the existing and con- 
templated program of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club. 

How well this has been done is 
evidenced by such facts as: 64,390 
pieces of literature were placed in the 
hands of 14,241 requests; vocational 
agricultural instructors and student 
contacts numbered 2,925, and _ there 
were 1,860 4-H club members actively 
enrolled. 

Only 136 fairs were served this year 
due to the cancelation of many. 

A project of organizing and syste- 
matizing private herd records was com- 
pleted. It unified size and basic data 
of forms and made possible a practical 
system for all herd activities in the 
same loose-leaf binder. In this new 
system, certificates of registration and 
Advanced Register and any other 
permanent certified paper will here- 
after be punched for filing. 

The contacting of 18,000 breeders 
who do not subscribe to the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal was an effort to re- 
capture the interest of such breeders. 
Some results have accrued but it is too 
early to evaluate the project. 

News stories totaled 36,416 and 
coverage was satisfactory, although pub- 
lication declined due to stock restric- 
tion On newspapers and magazines. 

From the 4,966 keyed replies to ad- 
vertising, 156 buyers were identified 
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as having purchased $85,738 worth of 
Guernseys at public auctions. 

Fitting this Division’s activities to 
the war effort is the major program of 
the coming year, and shortly there will 
be a project of “Essential Producer”’ 
activities started which has as its ob- 
jective recognition and stimulation of 
the Federal food requirement. 

Little effort is made toward spec- 
tacular demonstration or personal ag- 
grandizement in this phase of the in- 
stitution. A good reporter makes no 
effort to personalize his work. His 
job is to make his paper more useful 
and likewise the Information and 
Service Division works quietly at 
making the merits and progress of the 
breed felt and accepted by the dairy- 
men of America. 

The past fiscal year marked the end 
of the first full year for the Performance 
Register Division. With a personnel 
of 22 clerks, the work of preparing 
material for Volume I. was still in full 
swing at the beginning of 1942. Copy 
was being sent to the printers and 
galleys of proof to be read were coming 
back from them. However, this work 
was practically finished by May 1. 
Starting from this “high,” the staff 
was gradually reduced to eight clerks 
for editing the ’42 Summary and now 
numbers five for the purpose of pub- 
lishing the monthly supplements and 


accumulating the data to be published 
in the yearly Summary and the next 
volume. 

The statistics on the material con- 
tained in Volume I. were listed in the 
Secretary's report of last year. Data 
on the '42 Summary included 1,586 
sires and 7,694 females listed for the 
first time in the Performance Register. 
Six thousand three hundred twenty- 
seven sires and 14,166 females first 
published in Volume I. had additional 
There were 
6,107 cows with new records and 531 


data in the Summary.

This made 288 pages of statistical 
material including eight pages of ex- 
planatory material, all bound in paper 
covers. Three thousand copies of the

In these Supplements, 14,280 animals 
were listed, including 3,733 new 
females and 744 new sires published 
for the first time.

Sales of Guernseys at public auction have shown considerable 


increase during the last decade. The number of animals sold is 
four times as great and the total amount of money realized by 


breeders through sales made at auction is five times as great as 


ten years ago. 
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had new production records credited 
to them and 189 animals won new 
honors at the major shows. The show 
circuit of the past season was but a 
miniature of former years, due to war 
conditions. 

The Performance Register has met 
with universal acclaim, as evidenced by 
the constantly increasing circulation. 
This circulation exceeds, beyond com- 
parison, any method of presenting 
performance data in past years. It 
needs to be constantly sold, since 
there are always new animals being 
entered and additional data listed on 
animals in previous publications. No 
Performance Register publication after 
Volume I. will be a complete unit in 
itself, as all will refer to some previ- 
ously published data. The cost would 
be prohibitive under any other system. 
This makes it imperative that a breeder 
have all publications to date. 

Guernsey breeders have at their 
disposal the most useful and valuable 
breed publication of all time. It 
should be more widely used. It should 
be kept up to date. If this happens, 
we will have gone far in accomplish- 
ing the original purpose of the Per- 
formance Register—to have the best 
informed group of livestock men in 
America. 

Only those who have made full use 
of the services rendered by the exten- 


sion staff can fully appreciate the basic 
need for this work, as well as the in- 
comparable 


diversity of activities. 
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That some knowledge generally of 


this be known through the limited 
space available, a practice of generaliz- 
ing must be followed and only the 
major activities summarized. Twenty- 
three years of this service is testimony 
The 
soundness of the policies under which 
Guernsey breed extension work is 


sufficient for its justification. 


done are more evident each year by 
virtue of a continued unity in effort 
on the part of national, regional, state, 
and local organizations. It is through 
these breeder unit organizations that 
the greater part of the work is done. 
The type of work varies with a number 
of factors, namely, geography, type of 
general dairying in an area, the density 
of breed population, the maturity of 
an area in relation to the breed, cli- 
matic conditions, proximity to Cities, 
the degree of complete breed organi- 
zation within an area, the major pro- 
jects breed organizations may have as 
their programs of work, and even the 
personnel of breed association member 
leadership. 

The quickened or retarded pulse of 
the breed is first felt in the field. When 
periods of rapid expansion, such as the 
present exist, it is physically impossible 
to keep pace with the demands. Added 
to this condition this year is the mis- 
fortune of one resignation for more 
fruitful endeavor, the prolonged illness 
of a valuable staff member, and the 
volunteering by others for national 
service. The result has been that the 
territory of C. B. Finley, C. W. Robin- 
son and Earl N. Shultz had to be ex- 
panded and R. L. Holden called back 
from investigational work to field 
work. The natural end result has been 
the responsibility of caring for areas 
that have had twenty-three years of 
development, in a period of unprece- 
dented expansion, with a force reduced 
by 43 percent. The situation becomes 
more acute when the fact of restricted 
travel is added. However, the in- 
genuity of the extension staff came 
into evidence and marked changes in 
methods of procedure have given to 
the breeders a more nearly normal 
service than would seem possible. 

It is unfortunate that space does not 
permit more detail, but the summary 
of activities which follows speaks for 


itself when taking into consideration 
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the fact that only four men were con- 
stantly at work: 

Articles for the press, 493; names 
for literature, 1,543; fairs attended, 35; 
parish shows, 20; sales attended, 78; 
meetings attended, 262 with an at- 
tendance of 21,870; memberships se- 
cured, 27; farms visited, 2,014; assisted 
in buying or selling, 2,656 animals;

Note Receivable —$2,225.83 


This represents a demand note, dated June 1, 1937, re- 
ceived from the New York State Guernsey Breeders’ Co- 
Operative, Inc., by Golden Guernsey, Inc., and endorsed 
to The American Guernsey Cattle Club, Inc., in exchange 
for cash. The note covers supplies and trade mark royalties. 
We examined the note during the course of our audit and 
confirmed the balance direct with the maker. Interest at 
4% was received in June, 1942, for the ensuing year. 


Reserve for Doubtful Accounts $4,963.13 


During the year the Reserve for Doubtful Accounts was 
decreased by $209.91 representing worthless accounts 
charged off, and increased by $55.04 representing recoveries 
on accounts previously charged off. 

We discussed the individual accounts and note receivable 
at March 31, 1943, with the treasurer of the Club, and it is 
his opinion, in which we concur, that the balance of the 
reserve, $4,963.13, will be sufficient to care for probable 
losses on collection.

Contingent Liabilities

Michigan showed an increase of 
about 8 per cent in sales. Sales in 
this state need to be more than doubled 
in order to put the project on the best 
financial basis. 

The New Jersey association would 
have shown a considerable increase 
had it not been for one large account. 
The net decline was 365 quarts. 

Indiana showed an increase of 879 
quarts daily, or an increase of 12 per 
cent. 

Ohio, under Barlow and Denlinger, 
showed an increase of nearly 6 per 
cent with a daily average of 772 quarts, 
and places this territory fifth in volume 
increase. 

The office accounts, with one in 
Peterborough and two in New York, 
showed a decrease. For many years 
the New York City Health Depart- 
ment has not forced one of our dis- 
tributors to meet regulations on caps. 
However, this year the matter was 
pressed and we lost the account. 

Sales in the Southern states have 
risen through the efforts of H. C. 
Bates and his illness is seriously felt. 
A number of dispersals pulled total 
sales down. 

Two distributors have been dropped 
in New York State since June and the 
total for the year shows a decline. At 
one time New York State led all groups 
in sales but there has been a rapid 
decline since 1939 to where this state 
is now in seventh place in sales. Equali-

state and federal, eliminated 


the fluid margin. Federal and _ state 
litigation has been engaged in the 
hopes of obtaining a differential for 
Guernsey milk. Other producer 
groups opposed such a differential. 
Also the historic 4¢ a point fat differ- 
ential has been maintained in spite of 
all efforts to adjust it in line with fluid 
prices and the value of butter fat. The 
New York State Association is now 
asking that the Froker formulae be 
used in paying producers out of mar- 
ket wide pools. The administration 
in Washington greatly favors a pro- 
gram of adjusting prices to the value 
of solids-not-fat and butter fat on a 
basis similar to that provided in the 
Froker formulae but basing it on 
Chicago wholesale price for butter. 
The Boston butter fat differential calls 
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for 40 per cent over the Chicago 
butter fat price. 

One of the problems in New York 
State is the highly competitive pro- 
ducer groups, each of which wish to 
take credit for price increases and 
changes in the order. Another prob- 
lem is the differential paid by the con- 
sumer in some of the state markets 
for GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk. 


Reducing Standard Milk to 
3.9 per cent. 


This proposal has been widely sold 
to cooperatives on the basis of the 
consumer not paying for the natural 
fat in the milk. There has been an

During 
the year the vice-president of a large 
distributor chain headed up the War 
Production Board on dairy products 
and there was considerable pressure 
from inside the organization to reduce 
all milk to a common level of about 
3.5 butter fat. The proposal was that 
this would “‘save’’ butter fat. During 
the fall period, an evident shortage of 
butter fat resulted in the freeze order 
on butter in storage and the freezing 
of a percentage of all production for 
army and The butter 
market became so short that authori- 


lend-lease. 


ties did not feel it could be rationed. 
With the Spring, butter was rationed 
and also margarine. 

The pressure for one grade of milk 
became so strong that finally we con- 
ferred with the office of the Honorable 
James F. Byrnes and were assured by 
the Honorable Marvin Jones that 
nothing would be done to eliminate 
our producers from the market. 


Economy Program 


The Department of Agriculture felt 
that there were great economies which 
might exist in the milk distribution 
business. We feared, however, that 
when these economies were not forth- 
coming, an attempt would be made to 
reduce the nutritive value of milk as 
an economy. Dr. Leland Spencer 
released a valuable report on the cost 
of distributing milk in New Jersey 
which has been very helpful and has 
been furnished to the Office of Price 
Administration and Mr. Byrnes’ office. 
In this report Dr. Spencer points out 
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that any economies in the milk dis- 


tribution business are 


compared to possible savings in labor 


microscopic 
costs. Cost of delivering a quart of 
milk varied from 3 to 7¢ per quart 
depending on the salary of the driver, 
but especially on the number of units 
delivered per day. 


Every-other-day delivery resulted in 
some saving and the War Production 
Board is now issuing orders for every- 
other-day delivery in various markets 
where distributors generally wish to 
go along but cannot because some 
distributor refuses. 


The allocation of milk where short- 
ages exist on a market, each distributor 
taking a pro rata share of the supply, is 
possible. 


Advertising 


Our Number 1 asset is the tradename 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY and to protect it 
against depreciation we must continue 
an advertising campaign of sufficient 
size and magnitude to meet the prob- 
lems of short supply and to explain 
war-time projects. 


A complete campaign, the Young 
Patriots Program, was made available 
to distributors for use in schools to 
explain to children what they can do 
to help in the war effort. 


The sale of War Saving Bonds pro- 
motion was also made available to the 


distributors through 24-sheet posters. 


A campaign was maintained in the 
Ladies’ Home Journal, with a circula- 
tion of four million, until June; also 
in dairy publications and the Journal 
of The American Medical Association. 


The demand for dealer advertising 
material has declined sharply with dis- 
tributors facing many problems, espe- 


cially supply. 


Supervision 


Few additional herds have been 
added except where volume of milk 
was converted and due to gasoline 
rationing supervision has been limited. 

The New Jersey Association has 
approved plans for periodical physical 


examination of employees on farms. 


Financial 


The financial statement as examined 
by Scovell, Wellington & Company is 
attached. 

The net income was $4,553.31, or

$831.17 and expenses declined $992.81.

Milk with more Vitamin A. The 
American Medical Association report 
on the Chicago & Madison market 
Shows 25 per cent more Vitamin A 
potency in Guernsey milk. He calls 
for more Vitamin B and C._ It has 
already been demonstrated that Guern- 
sey milk has more C and experiments 
now going on indicate more Vitamin 


B. 


Hart at Wisconsin revealed a growth 
factor in butter fat not yet isolated. 
It is also known that butter fat is 
nearly 100 per cent digestible and is 
immediately converted into energy. 


These facts together with the im- 
proved farm practices of GOLDEN

We have not audited the operating accounts in detail, 
but have made sufficient tests of the transactions reflected 
in the statement of income and expense to satisfy ourselves 
as to its general accuracy. 

As the income of the corporation has been insufficient 
to meet overhead expenses, The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, Inc., has appropriated to Golden Guernsey, Inc., a 
definite monthly sum to cover the deficiency in income. 
From July 1, 1934, to January 31, 1943, this appropriation 
was $1,000 a month. This amount ts treated as expense of 
the Cattle Club and as income of Golden Guernsey, Inc. 

The American Guernsey Cattle Club, Inc., charges 
Golden Guernsey, Inc., $50 a month for storage and mis- 
cellaneous services.

Save Milk by Feeding Milk 
Substitutes

Asout 1,500 Ibs. of milk can be 
saved by replacing part of the milk 
generally fed to calves up to six 
months of age with calf meals or milk 
substitutes. 


Calves, after first being well started 
on whole milk, may be raised suc- 
cessfully by: 

1. Replacing whole milk with the 

skim-milk. 

2. Substituting calf meals for skim- 

milk. 

3. Feeding gruel feeds with a mini- 

mum amount of whole milk. 


On good calf meal and with good 
management, calves will generally be 
average in weight or a little above aver- 
age at six months of age. A simple, 
home-mixed calf meal that gives good 
results when fed with limited quanti- 
ties of whole and skim-milk is com- 
posed of equal parts by weight of 
ground yellow corn, crushed or rolled 
oats, wheat bran, and linseed meal. 
With this grain mixture, the calf is fed 
whole milk for the first three weeks

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along with as much meal and high 
quality legume hay as it will eat. The 
calf should also have free access to salt 
and water. 

The amount of milk fed 
during this period will depend upon 


whole 
the size of the calf. The following 
table is included as a guide in deter- 
mining the minimum daily milk re- 
quirements for individual calves: 


Amount Whole 


Weight of Calf Milk Daily 


Lbs. Lbs. 
50 4.0 
60 4.5 
70 5.0 
80 6.0 
90 7.0 
100 8.0 
110 9.0 
120 10.9 


During the fourth week skim-milk 
is gradually substituted for whole 
milk in the ration, and after the ninth 
week the amount of skim-milk is re- 
duced at the rate of one lb. daily. All 
the skim-milk may be discontinued 
when the calf is from 70 to 90 days old, 
depending upon the condition of the 
calf and the amount of grain and hay 
it is consuming daily. Generally, one 
lb. (dry weight), of a calf meal is a fair 
substitute for four and one-half quarts 
or about nine or 10 Ibs. of skim-milk. 

If skim-milk is to be discontinued at 
an earlier date or at the end of the sixth 
week, the following formulas may be 
used: 

100 Ibs. hominy feed 
100 Ibs. linseed oilmeal 
100 Ibs. red dog flour 
100 Ibs. dried blood meal 
or 
25 Ibs. yellow corn meal 
15 Ibs. ground oats 
10 Ibs. ground barley 
22 pounds flour middlings 
15 lbs. corn gluten meal 
10 Ibs. soluble blood flour 
1 lb. steamed bonemeal 
1 Ib. sale
